Secretary Benson rushed to the 
White House, through the back 
door, to tell the President some 
of the facts of life on the farm. 
He said, in effect: “ Ike, I hate to 
tell you this. but you shouldn’t 
have said that. The word we use 
down at the Department is ‘in­ 
centives’.” 


And besides, Benson added, the 
statement was not factually ac-: 
curate. Congress, despite his op­ 
position, Benson explained, had 
o r d e r e d supports at specified 
percentages of a fair price.

Mr. Eisenhower said he was 
sorry and that he hoped farmers 
would forgive him and that he d 
never, never use that naughty 
word again.

AUSTIN — This can be said 
without reservation: 
we'll have 
more insects to fight this year 
than ever before, especially flies 
and mosquitoes. The reason is 
the unprecedented seige of wet 
weather most of 
the 
state 
is 
going through this spring. 


Mosquitoes breed in standing 
water — whether in 
a 
G u l f 
Coast 
marsh, 
a 
West 
Texas 
stock tank, or a tin can or old 
tire in the back yard. They har­ 
bor in damp vegetation and un 
dergrowth like we have so much 
of this year. As for flies, they’ll 
be breeding in the garbage of 
washed-out sanitary 
land 
fills, 
and in sewer lines broken 
or 
overflown by floods. And condi­ 
tions are equally favorable for 
most other insect species. 


Insects 
have 
troubled 
man' 
ever since he has been on earth 
Thqy have bitten and stung him , 
They have destroyed his 
food, 
his clothes, his hom e. They have 
carried germ s that brought him 
horrible death, In all, entomolo- 
gists can identify 
som e 
10.000 
insect ‘‘public en em ies” that do 
$4 billion in dam age annually 


L e ts r e a l i z e , 
though, 
that: 
som e insects are not harmful. 
and others actually do valuable 
chores for man. Various species 
of beetles feed on harmful in­ 
sects, and som e caterpillars eat 
w e e d s . And other insects, like 
the honey bee, pollinate crops. 
N evertheless, with all his scien­ 
tific knowledge, it is 
only 
by 
constant effort that man is able 
to hold his own against insects. 
Consider just a single c r o p ----- 
wheat. Each year insects destroy 
in stored wheat the equivalent of 
2 billion loaves of bread, enough 
to supply every person in the 
United States for seven weeks. 
Or consider just a single disease 
— encephalitis, spread by mos­ 
quitoes. At least 500 cases oc­ 
curred in 
the 
Plainview 
area 
last sum m er. Many of the vic­ 
tim s died. 
But let’s be fair about it. In­ 
sects 
got 
here 
first. 
They've 
been on this earth for at least 
250 
million 
years, 
250 
tim e s 
longer than man. And in all that 
tim e, they have rem ained rela­ 
tively unchanged. The r o a c h , 
for exam ple, 
looks just 
about 
as he did 250 million years ago. 


Old fossils and stone im pressions 
tell us this. 


For thousands of years 
man 
probably 
swatted 
or squashed 
insects to defend him self against 
them , but by I,OOO R C 
Homer 
was talking about sulphur as a 
fumigant. Since then insecticides 
have steadily improved 
O n e , 
DDT, was developed in 1942, and 
gave early prom ises of providing 
The knockout punch against in­ 
sect hordes. But it hasn’t. En­ 
tomologists say flies, salt marsh 
mosquitoes, roaches, and l i c e 
quickly developed resistance to 
the chem ical, and Maxican beet­ 
les, 
spider 
m ites 
and 
many 
aphids are not affected by it. 


Today 
we 
know 
a com plete 
program of insect control calls 
for constant application of good 
home and com munity sanitation 
— such things as garbage cans 
with tight lids, good system s of 
garbage pickups, and well-oper­ 
ated sew erage 
disposal 
plants 
— together with periodic spray­ 
ing with effective insecticides.

i rn mediately after the settlers 
b e c ame established.

After the 
influx of German settlers, a m is­ 
sionary minister, J. A. Schaper, 
o r g a nized the first G e rman 
Methodist Church at New Foun­ 
tain. 


The first public school w a s 
organized in 1856 at Castroville 
with Professor Briggs as teach­ 
er. Sister Andrews taught a pri­ 
vate school prior to that.

railroad builders in moving the 
dirt to make fills and cuts. He 
conceived the idea of m aking a 
ground tank (reservoir) and im ­ 
pound water for the dry season 
A dam 
was built between two 
hills. 
When com pleted and the 
tank filled it covered over 
25 
acres. The tank is still furnishing 
water for the farm. Water con­ 
servation m eans to build reser­ 
voirs. Many reservoirs are found 
throughout the state.

U. S. build deep puddles. 


One of the first doctors in Cas­ 
troville was Dr. Hoffmann and 
one of the first in Hondo was 
Dr. Mouer.
